Atlantic City, N. J.. August 30.—Lit- 
tle or no progress was made today in 
@olving the mysterious boardwalk 
shooting of last Wednesday night. 
Charles B. Roberts, Jr., of Baltimore, 
the victim of the affair that ie proving 
so baffling to the Atlantic City police, 
lies in the city hospital hovering be- 
tween fife and death. Pending the re- 
eult of his abdominal wound, the author- 
ities are almost at a stanastill. 

In the event of his recovery they are 
hopeful that he may be led into a sat- 
isfactory. explanation of the affair, 
while in the case of his death more 
powerfu] means of inquiry would be 
put into their hands to get at the bot- 
tom of the now closely guarded secrets, 
And the only word that comes from the 
sick room is to the effect that if Mr. 
Roberts lives two weeks longer he wi! 
recover. 

There Was no change in Mr. Roberts’ 
condition today. He survived yester- 
day's operation {rn good shape, and it is 
now merely a question of walting and 
watching to see if biood poisoning is to 
develop and set at naught the efforts of 
the attending physicians to save the 
wounded man’s life. 

What the Police Say. 

Chief of Police Malcolm Woodruff 
discussed the case with apparent frank- 
ness today. 

“Despite reports to the contrary,’’ he 
said, ‘we have not changed our line 
of inquiry, and so far as we in thts 
city are concerned, we have neither 
eought a bieod relative of Mrs. W. S. 
G. Williams, the woman who was with 
Mr. Roberts at the time he was called 
from his 
On the board walk, nor have we made 
@ny inquiries as to his present where- 
aoouts. I have as yet received no re- 
port from Baltimore that satisfies me 
with the result of Investigations in 
that city. I believe that the Baltimore 
Police could clear up the question of 
Mr. Williams’ whereabouts on the night 
of the shooting in a convincing man- 
her and in a very short while if they 
ehose to do so. ss 

“But we are not getting the com- 
plete cooperation that I had hoped 
for. I understand that a near reiative 
f Mre. Williams is connected with the 
Baltimore police board. I do not know 
that this has had any effect upon the 
fnvestigation, YT have read all that has 
been printed from Baltimore, but shall 
continue my inquiry along the lines 
originally determined upon until I nave 
good reason for a change. 

“So far as today’s developments are 
concerned, there !s really nothing new. 
Mrs. Williams is still in the city. and 
I have absolute faith in the promise 
ehe gave me Friday that she would 
remain here and be available whenever 
her presence might be desired by the 
authorities.’’ 

No Highway Robber. 


Chief Woodruff said he had not been 
@bie to get a statement from Mr. Rob- 
erts prior to yesterday's operation. 

“Have you definitely cast aside the 
highway robber theory?’ Chief Wood- 
ruff was aeked. 

The reply was 
terviewer. 

“Wouid a highway robber deliberately 
@hoot a man who was not offering the 
slightest resistamwce to his demands aft- 
er holding up his victim in a lonely 
spot; would a robber, after shooting, 
run away with no thought of tae $1,500 
in jewels and money that were in- 
vitingly at his mercy?” 

The Atlantic City police present the 
etatement of the friends of Mr. Rob- 
erts and of Mr. Willams, ‘That their 
refusal to accept the robbery theory is 
due to their jealousy of Atlantic City’s 
good name.” 

They declare that, with what meager 
material they are able to secure, they 
are going ahead with the investigation 
along lines that seem rational to them. 

Woman in Case Secladed. 


Mrs. Williams is surrounded by sev- 
eral members of her family, who are 
denying her to all visitors. One of her 
brothers. Thomas de Ford, it was 
stated here today, is still at Narragan- 
sett Pier, and is quoteg as saying that 
the first intimation he had of the 
ghooting was in a Chicago paper, last 
Thursday. He had gone to Chicago 
Tuesday, he said, on a matter of busi- 
ness. He also accuses the Atlantic City 
police of refusing. for professional rea- 
gona, to entertain the robbery theory, 
which he declared appeared to him as 
the only tenable one. 

The chief figures in the shooting and 
the attending investigation are among 
the prominent members of Baltimore's 
most exclusive social sets. Their fam- 
ily conections, it is stated, extend far 
back in the lineage of Maryland's old- 
est families. 

A bulletin posted at police headquar- 
ters tonight stated that Mrs. Williams 
had left the Hote! Brighton, where she 
had been stopping. The move to a 
more secreted place, it was announced, 
was with the consent of the police, 
end it was again stated that Mrs. Wil- 
jiams would appear at any time she 
might be wanted. 

It was said late tonight that Mr. Rob- 
erts had undergone a slight change for 
the worse. This called forth a rumor 
that an ante-mortem statement had 
been secured, but no confirmation of 
‘the report could be obtained from the 
authorities, and it was not strongty 
credited.

General Stewart was born in Rogers- 
ville. Hawkins county, Tennessee, on 
October’ 2. 1821. His parents were 
William and Elizabeth (Decherd) Stew- 


Stewart.

His family removed from Rogers- 
ville to Winchester, in Franklin coun- 
tv. middie Tennessee, during Stewart's 
youth. From there he was appointed 
to the United States military academy 
bv the Hon. Hopkins L. Turney. He 
entered West Point and graduated 
from that institution in 1842, before 
he was 2! years old. Ranking third 
in his class, he was at once appointed 
a second lieutenant in the United 
States artillery. He serveq but one 
year in the artillery, when he was re- 
called to the Point, to be assistant 
professor of mathematics. 

Many of young Stewart's classmates 
were destined to occupy distinguished 
positions In the coming struggle be- 
tween the north and south. and it is 
now a great pléasure given old friends 
of the general to hear the boyhood 
college sctapes of such men as Pope 
and Longstreet, William S. Rosecrans, 
John Newton, Beauregard, George H. 
Thomas, Halleck, Ruell, George B. 
McClellan, U. &. Grant, W. B. Franklin 
and Stonewall Jackson, though the 
last named had not then obtained his 
famous sobriquet. 

Enlisted for South. 

He resigned his position as instruc- 
tor at West Point on account of dell- 
cate health and returned to his native 
Tennessee, assuming the duties of a 
professorship in the Cumberland uni- 
versity at Lebanon, Tenn., and aiso 
in the Nashville university. It was at 
this periog of his life that the civil 
war broke out. Stewart was one of 
the earliest Volunteers in the confed- 
erate army. He offered his service to 
Isham G, Harris, then governor of the 
state, who placed him 6n detail work. 
Later Governor Harris made Stewart 
a major in the artillery corps.

The attack of the ,vellow jack- 
ets, combined with that of the blue 
jackets, and the numerous death- 
dealing missiles around 
breaking up the lines and stampeding 
the division, staff and escort. 

Blue Jackets Were Routed. 


Despite the stings of the pests, how- 
ever, it was the blue jackets who were 
routed. It is by the way of remarka- 
ble .testimonial to the heat of the en- 
gagement at Chickamauga that nearly 
one-half of General Stewart's division 
was killed or wounded during the two 
days.

Rev. G. H. Goodwin, of Atlanta, Says 
There Are Many Negroes in 
Need of Food.

Rev. G. H. Goodwin, colored, of At- 
lanic, Wio was at Augusta during the 
lood and made three tours of the en- 
tire city in its wake, urges the colored 
‘people to be liheral, prompt and co- 
foperative in helping the flood-stricken 
city. 

He says the loss of human life and 
live stock would have been tremendous 
had the eudden rise and overflow taken 
place in the night. He thinks that 
the negroes are well-behaved under the 
circumstances, and states that many 
thousands of them are needy and with- 
out means of providing themselves with 
food. Goodwin has this to say of the 
flood: 

“The reports sent out by wire, such 
az I have seen, do not begin to depict 
the horrors, suffering and needs. The 
city is very hard hit—almost a knock- 
out blow after the long months of the 
severe financial depression. <Augustas 
condition ts much worse than many of 
its own residents comprehend, and it 
is gratifying to know that Atlanta was 
first to offer aid. Augusta will do the 
best she can with local resources, but 
she appreciates beyond expression the 
sympathy and ald extended her py her 
sister cities. 

“While property owners are heavy 
losers, yet the immediate need Is to re- 
lieve the many thousand needy ficod 
sufferers. I wish to utge upon the coi- 
ored citizens in Atlanta and the state 
at large to take liberal collections In 
their churches, societies and clubs and 
to pay over such funds to the local 
white committees in their several cities 
and communities who are interested 
and have charge of the matter. This 
is the wisest method for our people to 
pursue. Those who can contribute 
boxes of old clothing should send them 
to the various pastors in Augusta, as 
the more needy of their flocks can be 
best reached by them.”

I have not the slightest intention of 
applying for a place as prison physi- 
cian, nor have I any friends or rela- 
tives who want the place that I am 
aware of. My only object in register- 
ing this protest is that I feel my profes- 
sion has been discriminated against and 
that should the Felder bill be passed as 
it stands, it would have the effect of 
cheapening the medical profession. 

It is little short of ridiculous, and I 
say it with all respect, that men whose 
cempetency depend upon yvears of faith- 
ful study and hard earned preparation 
should be placed below those whose 
competency only depends upon a few 
months of study. 

A physician, who is finished 
profession, and who is capable of look- 
ing after the interests of those who are 
dependent upon their services, cannot 
afford to work for the paltry sum of 
$100 per month, and it would seem 
from the evidence that has been given 
before the investigation commission 
that none but able, honest and com- 
petent men should occupy the positions 
of camp physicians. 

The state should at least pay a sum 
that would secure good men. and it 
should be seen to that only good men 
are given the positions. An unscru- 
pulous physician is in position to prac- 
tice many more grave cruelties on the 
helpless convicts than could be thought 
of by brutal guards and whipping 
bosses.

Editor Constitution: The Juvenile 
Protective. Association proposes first, 
to give 100 acres of land of the juvenile 
state farm In Jackson county, to take 
the state’s wards and give them a home 
and school and a juvenile common- 
wealth, with all the advantages of 
these combined institutions, to have 
the state to control, through the govV- 
ernor, all the property that they own 
on this farm together with the build- 
ings and the wards sent there. Some of 
our official and prominent business men 
have proposed to give $2 to the im- 
provement of this farm in Ja:kson 
to $1 from the state. We have declared 
that we would let every dollar given 
by the state go to buildings and to the 
care of these children sent there by 
the state. We will furnish the teach- 
ers if they would give us the boys to 
train and buildings for them. 

We do not propose for the state to 
have entire control of all the property, 
because we want to take delinquent 
children from parents and guardians 
and such children as have never come 
before any court, yet they are way- 
ward.

Prominent English Minister 
Addresses Great Crowd 
at the Grand. 


Before a magnificent audience of be- 
tween three and five thousand men at 
the Grand opera house yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Rev. Samuel Chadwick, of 
Leeds, England, delivered an exposi- 
tion of rare power on the theme, "Who 
ig Christ?’ :

At times. when the speaker would 
utter a simple truth with 
force, or would suggest a_ witty 
thought, he would be Joudly applaud- 
ed: at other times, when with tender 
pathos he would picture the redeeming 
power of the risen Christ and the 
sacrifice the Savior made for lost men, 
expressiong of “Amen” could be heard. 

In answering the question, “Who is 

Christ?” Dr. Chadwick divides his dis- 
course into five divisions. He _ said, 
firat, that Christ was a unique charac- 
ter in history, and under thig heag he 
gave the verdict of infidels and men 
of political power, all of whom he de- 
clared agreed with Napoleon: that 
Christ was in a class by himself; that 
“there was none like Him.’ Every in- 
dividual, declared the speaker, ac- 
knowledged the historic Christ each 
time he dated a letter. 
“In “the second place, Dr. Chadwick 
apoke of Christ as the perfect example; 
a man who merited the admiration of 
the world, spending His life in living 
unselfishly for others. 

In the third place, in answer to the 
question, Dr. Chadwick declared that 
the Lord Jesus was supreme in wis- 
dom. He esaid that Jesus Christ was 
God's “final word” on every question, 
and that every careful student admit- 
ted that the conceptions of the Christ 
as presented in the New Testament 
were the most wonderful presentations 
of truth In all literature. 

In the fourth place, the minister de- 
elared that the risen Christ was not 
only supréme in wisdom, in teaching 
men the truth, but He also had the

The Memphis club was also 
silent, and tn the absence of President 
Coleman, whose faiher died early this 
morning, the jeague fathers acted unan- 
imously. 

_ Stockdale may have another chance at 
the winter meeting of the directors. 

In the case of Pitcher Chappelle, re- 
leased by Memphis without waivers be- 
ing asked for, and signed by the Bos- 
ton Nationals after New Orleans had 
claimed Chappelle by the Southern 
League waiver process, the Memphis 
club was ordered to deliver the pitcher 
to New Orleans, or pay the New Or- 
leans club {ndemnity. Manager Babb 
said that he did not know what Presi- 
dent Coleman would do in the matter.
